SCHOOL REPORT. 


The list of children in town between the ages of five and 
fifteen, for 1885, numbers one hundred and forty-one. A 
diminution from last year of 24. Whole number of pupils be- 
tween those ages attending schools, 131. Whole number in- 
cluding those below and above those ages, 154. A few have 
attended schools out of town. ‘There have been expended 
in teachers’ wages, $718.98, distributed among the districts 
as follows: No. 1, $266.00; No. 2, $162.50; No. 3, $161.00 ; 
No. 4, $105.60; No.5, (County farm) $23.88 paid by the 
town and $54.72 by the County in addition to board of 
teacher. 

The amount of miscellaneous expenses is $45.54. 

A new series of readers has been placed in all the schools, 
making them uniform throughout the town, whereas they had 
been various. By gift of the publishers the teachers’ desks 
were each supplied with a set. Between the new books and 
special efforts of the teachers a marked improvement in read- 
ing was perceptible all round. 

The school rooms are now all comfortable and fairly ar- 
ranged; with one exception well supplied with blackboards. 
Some have a few good maps, but many of those which have 
been in use for some time are getting rather dilapidated, while 
one school (No. 4) has but one of any description. Only 
one district (No. 1) has a globe. 

Twenty-five visits have been made by the Superintendent, 
and the list of visitors, parents and others, is unusually large.

DISTRICT NO. 1. (Crawteys Fatts). 


Mr. Gero. R. Rowe, Prudential Committee. 

First term taught by Miss C. KE. Whidden of Stratham, the 
remainder of the year by Mr. E. S. Sanborn of Kingston. 

The first, a lady of considerable experience, labored here 
under the advantage and disadvantage of following a popular 
teacher who had taken charge of this school for about three 
years. She left at the end of the first term to accept a dif- 
ferent position. | | 

Mr. Sanborn, comparatively young and wholly inexperi- 
enced, did not shrink from undertaking this school which, 
though deserving its good reputation, from its size and wide 
range of scholarship is a formidable care for even experienced 
hands. He began with good faith and zeal which did not 
flag to the end. He has an excellent gift for pegek ict and 
can say now he has experience. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. (Nort Roap). 
Mr. Sereno A. Prescorr, Prudential Committee. 


By dint of scrubbing, painting, new curtaining and some 
small repairs this school room was made very inviting, which, 
without doubt, was an incentive to the neatness and good or- 
der which prevailed through the year. 

Miss Minnie B. Dudley of Brentwood, first teacher of Spring 
term. Iam happy to say that in this instance confidence in 
native talent was not misplaced. One of our own pupils 
makes one of our best teachers. ‘This school, considerably 
reduced in numbers within the last two years, is gaining in 
quality. Since Miss Dudley decided not to stay the second 
term we were glad to have her place supplied by Miss M. 
Addie Kimball of Exeter, who carried out the year very suc- 
cessfully. The report of scholarship and deportment was 
very near the highest mark. Only exceptions enough to prove 
the faithfulness of the account. One matter of discipline, 
which is often discussed among those interested in schoo] 
training and with diversity of opinion, was well illustrated 
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here. No whispering was allowed and yet the children had 
no appearance of being abused or stupid. On the contrary 
their work was so plenty and various they were kept lively 
and cheerful; some pleasant little singing exercises were in- 
terspersed with regular work with good effect. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. (MarsHatits Corner). 
Mr. Horace J. Ropinson, Prudential Committee. 


‘This, save the one at the County farm, is the only school 
in town retaining a former teacher or continuing under the 
same one through the year. Miss Edith S. Brown of Hamp- 
torf Falls began her work ere two years ago. In proof of 
her acceptability she has continued until this time. Her inter- 
est and efforts have not seemed to abate, and steady prog- 
ress has been made. ‘The closing examination was followed 
by a school and Christmas entertainment combined, fur- 
nished by the school, committee and other friends of teacher 
and scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. (Sourm Roap). 
Mrs. J. W. MarsHatx, Prudential Committee. 


First term opened by Miss Lizzie E. Tuck of Kensington, 
and continued by Miss Alice E. Page of Manchester. The 
first effort of both. Second term by Miss Florence G. Hatch 
of Manchester, who taught in this school last year and fully 
sustained in the last instance the good reputation she secured 
in the first. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. (Country Farm). 
Mr. G. O. Reynoips, Prudential Committee. 

This school, considerably reduced in numbers, has contin- 
ued under the careful and faithful training of Miss Anabel S. 
Tucker of Portsmouth.
